A political exile during the 
reign of Fascism in Italy, Sforza 
was well known abroad. :

Politically a Republican, he: 
was one of the few Italians who 
were awarded the tithe of “Cou- 
sin of the King" by g@ Victor 
Emanuel. Another was Benito 
Mussolini. 

Sforza entered the Italian 
diplomatic service soon after 
his graduation from the ancient 
University of Pist, where he 
obtained -his— Doctorate: in: juris- 
prudence, 

Between 1896 and 1904 he 
served in the Embassics at 
Cairo, Istanbul, and Paris. He 
also saw service In Peking, 
Bucharest, Madrid, London and 
Budapest, He way Minister to 
China from 1911 to 1916 and in 
1922 became Ambassador to 
Paris. He resigned the same day 
Mussolint came to powor. In 
1927 he went into a 17-year

Ever since the war 
the consumption of alcohol has 
-been on the increase, and many 
organisations, such as the 
Communist - controlled “trade 
unfons” (really State labour 
organisations modelled on Nazi 
Unes) and the oficial Women's 
League, have waged. an inten- 
sive, continuous but apparently 
useless campaign ‘against it. :
